It 
resulted  from  the  Japanese  occupa- 
tion of  Manchuria,  whkb  bsgaa  In 
September.  1931.

His  vlot^  in  yesterday's  election  was  as  slgnlfi- 
eant  as  any  he^bss  had  in  his  seven  election 
COntaill  and  It  afford.s  an  Indication  thilt  his poll- 
clSS  are  approved  and  that  the  in  upie  realize 
he  is  giving  them  good  service.  Mr  Crouch  is  an 
a.stute  polltlrlan  He  has  made  enemies,  as  all 
men  who  win  success  must  Inevitably  do.  He  Is 
a  fighter,  however,  and  U  always  willing  to  en- 
ter the  lists  with  his  adversaries.  Saanlch  has  Its 
own  financial  problems  and  probably  the  time 
is  coming  when  that  municipality,  like  so  many 
others,  must  face  Increased  taxation  if  it  is  to 
balance  its  budget  and  meet  past  deficits.  It 
may  be  assumed  that  Mr.  Crouch  always  keeps 
In  view  this  possibility.

As 
wen,  however,  the  probability  exlste  thai  SsQUi- 
malt  will  have  to  Increase  the  Improvement  tax 
to  78  per  cent  of  the  assessed  value.  What  Is 
certain  l.s  that  Reeve  Heald.  now  he  is  again 
confirmed  In  power,  will  ifcake  whatever  steps 
are  necessary.  The  electors  have  given  him  such 
a  substantial  endorsement  that  he  is  clearly 
within  his  rights  in  putting  Into  effect  ttiose 
polleles  which  he  stressed  as  necessary  during 
the  course  of  his  election  campaign. 

Oak  Bay.  prior  to  yesterday's  contests,  had 
elected  its  Reeve  by  acclamation  in  the  person 
of  Mr.  .R.  W.  Mayhew  who  succeeds  Reeve  E.  C. 

That  munlcipaUty.  alwaya  so  weU  ad- 
ministered, kept  up  Its  enviable  record  under 
Mr.  Hayward  and  he  Is  able  to  hand  over  the 
nins  of  office  with  every  satisfaction  to  blmseU 
and  the  people  of  Oak  Bay.

Old- l  ime  Memories 

Br  a.  T.  wnxiaus 
Tbe  religious  atmosphere  of  oldan 
days  was  entirely    different  from 
what  It  is  now  now.  There  was  not 

thut  unity  amongst  the  tiuirches 
that  has  developed  .so  beautifully 
during  the  liusi  lew  >ear.s-  in  fact,  It 
has  been  a  deviiopment  thut  has 
brought  forth  a  better  feeling.  A 
more  tolerant  and  kindly  spirit 
exists  now  amongst  the  various 
religious  bodies  compared  to  those 
early  days.  It  Is  true  that  there 
have  net  been  In  Vtetoela  (ia  fOet. 
m  no  part  ef  Brttlsh  OeioaBMa) 
religious  demonstrations  In  ttM  way 
of  parades  or  anything  of  an  irri- 
tating nature.  Oor  people  have  al- 
ways been  very  tolerant.  There 
have  been  disputes  In  some  of  the 
churrh  communities,  and  schisms— « 
word  that  appeared  frequSOlly  In 
our  papers  of  tiutt  day. 

They  went  so  far  as  to  have  other 
questions  of  a  oontroverslal  nature 
over  ehurdi  rights.  Church  Hill,  as 
it  waa  known  at  one  time,  wbere  the 
old  cathedral  now  stands,  was 
fenced  In  and  ersatsd  a  peat  rum- 
pus, but  after  a  whtle  the  dispute 
was  .settled  and  matters  moved 
alon^  quietly  The  early  ini."Vilon- 
arie.s  were  men  who  were  well 
.selected,  Kcnerally  the  be.st  that  the 
Old  I^md.s  could  .sent  out.  both  from 
the  British  Isles  and  the  Continent 
of  Europe.  The  JewL.<;h  people  have 
not  been  immindful,  erecting  a  very 
substantial  synagogue  that  now 
stands  at  tbe  esmer  of  Pandora 
Avenue  and  Blanshard  Street  It 
was  supplied  with  a  most  able  and 
popular  rabbi.  At  times  it  was 
nothing  unu-sual  to  have  the  edifice 
crowded  during  religious  services. 

The  Catholic  church  was  a  wooden 
structure  that  stood  on  Humboldt 
Street,  since  removed  to  the  east  of 
St.  Ann's  Convent.  The  services 
were  exceedingly  well  attended. 
Frequently  the  church  was  filled  to 
overflowlxig  with  the  adherents  of 
■n*  wimi  sMnoyafMBsni^B  wuwii 
volumes  of  appiebatloB  eedld  be 
wrltien,  was  the  head  of  the  Oath- 
gig  dioeese  referred  to  in  former 
"HSmiorltBT^ 

The  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church, 
with  Dr.  E  Fvan.^  at  the  head,  until 
better  quarters  were  provided,  held 
services  In  the  former  Court  House, 
Bafition  Square.  Later  a  stately 
edifice  was  erected  on  the  site 
where  now  stands  Brackman  & 
Kerls  ofBees  and  alortiiouse.  Tl)e 
Evans  faaiily  was  plunged  In  grief 
shortly  after  tbike  arrival  here. 
The  son.  while  strolling  along  the 
beach  near  Clover  Point,  shot  a 
duck,  and  not  having  a  dot?  with 
him.  tried  to  retrieve  it  him.self  and 
in  the  attempt  wa.s  drowned.  Dr. 
Evans  tiod  tlie  beach  all  night  in 
a  vain  effort  to  locate  the  l>ody  of 
his  son.  Members  of  the  Evans 
family  were  deeply  respected,  for 
they  lived  UP  to  the  teachings  of 
J(^n  and  Charles  Wesley. 

St  John's  Church,  commonly 
known  as  the  "Iitm  Church."  was 
given  by  Lady  Biu-dett  Coutts 
(Burdett  Aventle-was  named  after 
her) .  The  overplus  of  Iron  that  was 
shipped  from  England  was  used  to 
build  the  .structure  now  .vTandini;  to 
the  west  of  the  present  Government 
Printing  Office.  The  church  and 
parsonage  were  removed  to  make 
way  for  the  Rwlscm's  Bay  Co, 
building.  Douglas  Street.  Rev. 
Parol val  Jenns  was  reotor  for  many 
yean.  Mrs.  Jenns  waa  a  lady  of  the 
highest  Christian  training,  loved 
and  deeply  respected  by  all.  Mr. 
Jenns  was  a  great  educationist. 
It  was  a  delight  to  the  young  men 
seeking  knowledge  to  attend  his 
lectures  on  usfrnnomy  .Spectrum 
analysis  and  many  other  subjects 
were  freely  discussed  and  illustrated. 
He  was  certainly  a  very  able  person 
and  his  dlscoursss  were  far  ahead 
of  many  addrssese  akmg  thoee  eame 
lines  tttat  one  may  hsten  to  tsday. 

"The  Church  on  the  HID,"  now 
ocupied  by  the  present  wooden 

bulldlnc.  was  for  years  the  site  of 
the  first  cathedral  destroyed  by  fire. 
Rev.  E^Iward  Crldge.  afterwards 
Bishop  Crldge  of  the  Reformi-d 
Episcopal  Churrh,  wa,s  ivrr  a  long 
time  one  of  the  heads  of  affairs 
connected  with  the  Anglican 
Chtu'ch  in  conjunction  with  Bishop 
HUls.  Both  Rev.  and  ma.  Crldge 
were  endeared  to  an  Victorians  by 
thelc  true  Christian  bearing. 

There  is  a  hopeful  sign  In  the 
affairs  of  men  when  the  churches 
work  In  harmony.  May  the  good 
feeling  displayed  In  the  present  age 
spread  fsr  the  beaeat  ef  aU  man- 
kind.

Sir.  Mr.  Spencer  Perclval  s  com- 
mon-sen.se  article  In  your  Issue  of 
the  7th  Inst.,  contains  a  paragraph 
which  prompts  me  to  add  a  SUf> 
gestlon.  He  says  (refcrrlDf  to  past 
ef foru) :  'I  advocate  the  osplolttog 
of  our  gold  nagrvas  lying  donnant 
In  the  mountains  and  river  beds  of 
our  country.  Undoubtedly  there 
must  be  large  amounts  of  gold  in 
our  Cariboo  district,  but  If  left  to 
private  enterpri.se  and  capital,  our 
people  as  a  while  will  not  derive 
the  full  benefit  from  It,  especially 
if  our  taxp>ayers  have  to 
premium  in  buying  It." 

The  pre.sent  seems  a  most  op- 
portune time  for  oiu*  Provincial 
Government  to  take  action.  We 
have  in  thla  mortaee  an  army  of 
able  ttDanpk>yed  men  who  would 
weleooM  an  opportunity  to  be  gain- 
fully employed  ln.stead  of  rating  the 
bread  of  enforced  idleness.

INFLATION  or  DEBT  V8.  EX- 
PANSION or  CURRENCY 

Sir.— In  concluding  my  letter 
somewhat  hastily,  under  the  head- 
ing of  "Calgary's  Bonds  and  Infla- 
tion." appearing  In  your  Issue  of 
the  7th  Instant,  I  did  not  "^i^n  to 
advoca.v  the  entry  of  the  Dominion 
Oovenunent  into  tha  banking 
business,  although  I  must  admit 
that  thla. country  may  some  time  in 
the  future  be  forced  by  rinnm- 
stances  to  adopt  a  national  banking 
system. 

The  Immediate  and  urgent  need  is 
to  expand  our  currency  by  the  u.se 
or  silver  to  supplement  gold,  and 
the  Issue  of  IX)ininion  note  currency 
In  sufHclent  amounts  to  offset  the 
present  Inflation  of  debts  causod  by 
an  unprecedented  decline  to  prices 
of  all  eommodltlea  except  gold. 

Accordini?  to  a  rrrent  article  by 
a  well-informed  writer,  Canadian 
financial  .statLstlcs  show  that  our 
Dominion  note  cirruhition  ha,s  been 
restricted  enormoasly  in  recent 
years;  thas,  in  the  year  1930.  Do- 
mbilon  notps  outstanding  amounted 
to  $282,000,000,  and  In  March.  1932. 
the  volume  had  shrunk  to  $116  • 
000,000.  Figures  for  Novembar,  IMS. 
just  published,  give  $ia,803m 

Oolnddently  with  this  deflation 
or  contraction  of  money,  the  Na- 
tional and  Provincial  debts  have  in- 
creased, prices  of  all  commodities 
have  dfcliiipd,  the  purcliasing 
power  of  all  producers  and  workers 
has  declined  enormously  and  stag- 
nation of  trade  and  unemployment 
resulted. 

I  submit  that  Canada's  Banking 
Act  be  amended  to  permit  the 
Dominion  Government  issue  a 
much  larger  amount  of  Dominion 
Qotes  to  proportion  to  Ha  gcdd 
reserve. 

Instead  of  borrowing  money  at  4 
or  a  per  cent  interest  to  meet  In- 
ternal obligations    they  could 
^  j"  circulation  by  paying  ary 

tnelr  civil  Servants  in  currency,  by 
using  It  to  provide  unemployment 
relief,  by  loaning  it  to  farmers  at 
3  per  cent  Interest  to  pay  off  ex- 
LstUiK  loans  bearing  8  per  cent 
intere.st  (which  rate  of  totereat.  by 
the  way,  it  is  utterly  Impdssible  for 
them  to  pay  at  the  present  tlmei. 
Some  of  tm  unemployed  cmdd  be 
put  to  work  hr  either  Provlnoial 
oovemmanti  or  tlia  Domtaion 
Oovemment  developinc  the  dor- 
mant g(4d  deposits  In  our  moun- 
tains. Much  better  do  this  than 
have  them  remain  idle.

to  go  Into  here,  but  I  can  assure 
Mr.  Sinnott  that  I  have  investigated 
it  very  thoroughly,  both  from  the 
scientific  and  from  the  doctrinal 
point  of  view,  and  have  found  It  to 
be  consistent  both  with  the  general 
trine  of  the  Bible  and  with  the 
scientific  facts.

A 
calorie  is  the  unit  of  measurement 
Of  heat  values  of  foods,  jasi  as  you 
use  feet  and  inches  to  measure  dis- 
tance. A  caloric  Ls  the  ainpunt  of 
energy  required  to  raise  one  pound 
of  water  four  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

You  can  readily  understand  that 
you  can't  measure  food  veiues  by  the 
size  of  the  amount  of  food  used,  as 
a  piece  of  butter  an  inch  square 
and  one-quarter-inch  in  thickness 
ha.s  as  much  food  or  fuel  valueas  a 
thick  slice  of  bread.

T.  D.  Pattullo, 
Liberal  leader,  prophesied  in  tlv 
course  of  an  address  to  the  Liberal 
Wonirn's  Forum  that  before  the  end 
of  the  rurrent  year  there  would  be  a 
iit-w  udmiuLsiratlon  at  Jamea  Bay. 

Mr.  Pattullo  revelwed  the  dract  d 
tha  werld-wlda  acooomlc  dcpraaaton 
.  on  OMMda,  cowparim  tha  position 
of  this  oouatrr.  with  its  vast 
,  natural  naources  and  limited  popu- 
vJatkm.  It  wa-n  a  highly  favorable 
comntentary  on  the  two-party  form 
of  Oovernmonl  that  siirh  orderly 
I  indilioiis  prevailed  throuRlioul 
Canada  at  the  present  time.  While 
the  dpmo(  ratir  form  of  government 
might  have  it.s  fault*,  with  Its 
limited  number  of  parties.  It  was 
pircfarable  to  the  type  of  Oovem- 
mtnt  forced  iipon  Qennany,  with 
Ita  mulUpUetty  of  partloa.  Canada 
vaa  fortonato  la  havlns  great 


natural  resources  and  a  virile  peo- 
ple. Notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
many  were  in  want  and  without 
employment,  the  standards  of  liv- 
ing In  this  country  were  much 
better  than  not  many  tenermtlons 
acob  although  people  then  accepted 
their  fate  more  philosophically.  If 
they  could  not  get  a  living  from 
the  .soli,  they  did  not  look  quite  so 
confidently  to  the  Government  as 
today  to  make  up  the  deficiency. 
COMMON  rAIUNO 

One  ol  the  common  failings  of 
business  was  to  demand  in  good 
time.i  that  the  Government  keep 
lt,s  hands  ofl  basine8.s,  Bi;t  the 
moin"nt  depre-sslon  began  bii.sinpss 
wa.s  one  of  the  first  to  go  to  the 
CJovemmpnt  for  help  In  thl.s  he 
referred  to  those  who  sought  special 
tariff  cuneeseiona. 

British  Columbia  had  always  had 
aeaaonal  unemployment.  Now  with 
the  effect  of  general  depression, 
buslnesi^  was  throwing  on  the  Gov- 
ernment the  onus  of  unemployment 
and  the  unemployed  The  Gov- 
ernment's an.swfr  was  that,  repre- 
senting properties  .ind  nonproduc- 
ei.s  alike,  IL  mu.st  levy  on  the  pro- 
ducer, to  which  business  reUllated 
with  the  old  cry  of  ruination  to 
business.  Canada  had  adopted  the 
dole  as  temporarily  the  least  ex- 
pensive method  of  meeting  the 
situation,  but  Mr.  Pattullo  saw 
much  danger  In  thi.s  through  its 
effect  In  breaking  down  the  morale 


of  the  people.  To  place  in  the  un- 
employed camps,  without  proper 
discipline,  young  men  with  still 
receptive  mlods,  wm  ft  Tldous  state 
of  affairs.

Beautiful  Stamps

ONI  Of  the  BKMt  beautiful  sUmps  ever 
lasaod  ky  any  ooaatry  in  the  world  ts 
Canada's  M-oent  issue  showing  the  famous 

Bluenose.  There  have  been  many  work.s  of  art 
and  beauty  shown  cti  postsge  stamps  of  dif-~ 
fereat  eoBBtrles;  we  may  feel  Justly  proud  of 
our  achievement  in  having  produced  what  is. 
claimed  by  many  philatelic  experts  to  be  the 
most  beautiful  postage  stamp  over  issued. 
PhUatellsts  refer  to  this  stamp  as  the  !>0-reiit 
"Bluenoae,"  the  schooner  in  the  foreground 
being  a  picture  cf  that  world-famous  cham- 
pion. The  stamp  belongs  to  the  ItM  and  H 
issue,  and  is  dark  blue  In  color. 

Here  are  a  few  totoroeting  notea  regarding 
the  Bluenose,  world  champion  flslilng  M-hnoner: 
She  was  built  in  1021  by  Smith  <k  Rliuland, 
Lunenburg,  N.8.,  who  have  built  over  IM 
schooners  of  this  type.  Her  builders  have  .sinre 
attempted  to  build  another  &ucii  schooner  as 
last  Or  faster,  but  have  failed  in  every  attempt. 
The  Duke  of  Drvoiishire,  while  Oovernor-Oen- 
eral  of  Canada,  vi&ited  Lunenburg  about  the 
Ubm  tho  constnietlon  of  the  Bluetuise  was  to 
begin,  and  drove  the  first  spike  in  the  k'H'l  of 
the  champion,  thus  marking  the  beginning  of 
hor  constnietlon. 

The  Bluenose  does  not  show  anv  cxci  ptlonal 
spood  when  nmplng  before  the  wind,  but  wlien 
dose  hauled  or  with  windward  work  ahead  she 
has  proved  to  be  In  a  class  of  her  own,  footing 
it  faster  and  pointing  higher  than  any  con- 
tender. AO  Captain  Aagao  Walters  of  the  Mue- 
no.se  remarked  "Ttm  WOOd  for  a  vesael  that 
can  beat  the  Bluenooo  lo  itUl  growing." 

It  la  only  fitting  thai  tho  "Queen  of  the  '' 
North  Atlantic"  should  thus  be  honored  on  one 
of  our  postage  stamps.  «

Bomb  of  tte  outstanding  dlfteultlea  ttet  oc- 
curred miglil  be  noted.  On  December  M,  1690, 
the  Cowichan  River  bridge  was  washed  away 
by  high  water  in  the  river,  and  the  pounding 
of  f.dv:  lor',  agaai.st  the  butments  that  were 
being  driven  down  the  river  to  salt  water.  It 
was  not  until  November  8,  1801,  that  tralna 
were  a?,i\in  run  acro.ss  a  new  bridge,  the  hltfl 
water  in  the  river  having  delayed  the  rebuild- 
ing. In  tte  meantime  trains  were  nm  from 
Nanamio  and  Victoria  and  met  at  the  bridge, 
and  passengers  and  the  mall  were  transferred 
across  the  river  In  Indian  canoes.  The  freight 
was  taken  to  Nanaimo  by  boat,  and  traiisferrecl 
to  the  train  at  that  point,  and  distributed  along 
the  line  to  Its  destination  as  far  south  as 
Duncan. 

The  next  was  the  Niagara  Canyon  bridge, 
which  was  carried  out  by  a  rush  of  water  com- 
ing down  the  canyon,  owing  to  a  claudbunst 
back  in  tte  moimtains.  This  happened  on 
November  13. 1816.  The  bridge  was  rebuilt  and 
opened  for  traffic  on  January  26,  1897. 

Terrible  Collision 

Ori  sattirday,  September  16, 1900,  a  tead-on 
c'  lii  Mon  (jccurred  ateut  two  miles  n-jrih 
of  Ladyoinlth,  in  which  three  trainmen  and  the 
superlnteiidrnt  of  the  South  Wellington  Coal 
Minr.  v^Iln  v,.i  .  iiding  on  the  locomotive,  were 
in&tantly.  killed.  Only  one  man,  a  Mr.  Pelkey, 
on  the  southbound  engine,  escaped  by  Jump- 
ip^  The  others  apparently  did  not  see  tte 
approaching  train  in  time  to  do  likewise. 

Tte  wreck  was  caused  by  confusing  train  or- 
der.-! received  by  the  station  agont  at  Lady- 
smith.  The  agent  was  held  responsible,  and 
was  eentenced  and  served  several  years  In  the 
penitentiary.  There  were  many  peraons  v  hn 
knew  tte  clrcumstancea  in  connection  with  the 
case  who  eonaldered  the  aentenee  was  a  mis- 
rar.  1 1  r  of  Justice,  and  ttet  tte  blame  should 
have  been  placed  oa  otter  idloulderB. 

Accident  Prevented 

ON  May  24.  1890.  an  accident  was  prevented 
in  an  almost  miraculous  manner.  A  con- 
dttotor  and  engineer  were  given  "regardleas" 
orders  to  run  a  special  excursion  train  of  five 
coachea  loaded  to  the  last  seat  from  Victoria 
to  Wellington,  with  p«oplc  returning  to  their 
l-.omes  after  they  ted  been  celebrating  the  24th 
in  Victoria.  Shortly  after  the  train  ted  pulled 
out  of  Rusaell  Station  it  suddenly  occurred  to 
th"  conductor  ttet  te  remembered  having  seen 
a  notice  in  the  newspapers  that  another  ex- 
cursion train  was  due  to  arrive  tn  Victoria 
about  ttet  time.  Tlie  priui  i  tor  immediately 
pulled  the  bell  card  and  sto.^;>cd  the  train. 
After  consulting  with  the  engineer  It  was  de- 
cided to  take  the  .safe  course,  and  the  train  w«.s 
backed  up  about  three  miles  to  the  siding  at 
Rusaell  Station,  to  give  the  souilibound  train 
sufllelent  time  to  get  in.  if  there  wa.s  one  com- 
ing. Phre  aUautea  after  the  northbound  train 
ted  taken  tte  sidetraek  the  southbound  tndn 
arrived  witli  ala  aaaolMa  loaded  allli  aaew- 
sionists. 

Only  far  tte  forethought  of  the  conductor, 
no  doubt,  thara  would  teve  b*en  a  disastrous 
collision  with  appaUlng  loaa  of  life,  as  the 
tnilna  would  teve  met  on  a  trestle  bridge  one- 
half  mile  north  of  Esqulmalt.  In  thoee  days 
there  was  no  means  of  communicating  Fith  tte 
train  dlspatcter,  cither  by  telegraph  or  tele- 
phone after  laavlag  Vlataite  aattt  ««  raaeted 
Cobble  HiU. 

After  tte  northbound  train  had  left  Victoria 
the  dispatcher  realised  what  he  had  done,  aad 
wten  he  saw  the  southbound  train  arrive  O  K. 
he  almost  collapsed,  and  a  few  extra  grey  halr.s 
n.ipcarrd  on  his  head  the  next  day.  On  tte 
return  of  the  conductor  aad  eaclneer  tn  Vic- 
toria, te  met  Uie  train  aad  asked  for  the  re- 
turn of  the  orders,  which  were  handed  to  him 
and  no  one  knew  anything  about  the  bltmdrr. 
with  tte  exception  of  th<  three  men  men- 
tioned, until  several  years  later  whaa  tte  en- 
gineer in  question  got  aotke  of  his  p<>ndini!:

Fastest  1  ime 

THE  fastest  time  ever  made  over  tte  road 
was  made  by  .i  .  pccial  train  carrying  the 
late  Hon.  Robert  Dunsmuir,  and  doctors  wltb 
medical  supplies  to  Weliingtmi,  where  an  ex- 
plosion had  taken  place  in  Na  5  pit.  This  run 
was  made  on  January  24.  1868,  and  the  actual 
running  time  waa  one  hotir  and  forty-two  min- 
utes, with  the  late  Harry  Brennan  at  tte 
throttle.  Wten  the  train  was  wearing  South 
W^ington,  Mr.  Dunamuir  said  in  his  agree- 
able Scotch  accent,  "Conductor  you  are  run- 
ning too  fa&t,  slow  down  a  bit."  But  tefore  tte 
conductor  got  up  to  tte  engineer  the  train  had 
arrived  in  Nanaimo. 

When  operating  a  passenger  train  there  are 
amusing  Incidents  as  well  as  serious  duties. 
Onp  that  the  writer  often  recalls  with  amuse- 
ment was  when  some  tourists  were  going  south 
over  tte  road,  and  tliere  were  not  many  in 
thoae  days.n  Shortly  after  the  train  left 
Nanaimo  the  engineer  waa  obliged  to  bring  the 
train  to  a  stop  on  account  cf  cattle  on  the 
track.  When  the  conductor  re-mlcrcd  the 
coach  one  of  these  tourists  wanted  to  know 
the  caoae  ot  the  stop,  and  was  told.  After  we 
liad  traveled  about  twenty  miles  further  the 
train  was  again  telted,  and  when  the  con- 
ductor agahi  entered  tte  car  thia  tourlat  came

When  we  reached  Shawnlj 
Lake  the  passengers,  wiio  defiired  to  do  so, 
fifteen  minutes  or  more  to  go  lato  Keoalgli 
Hotel  for  refreshments,  and  the  train  crew  fre- 
quently went  fishing  and  occasiouaiiy  caught 
aoBM  flaa  treat  wMla  tba  tiala  waa  watttaf. 

Convenient  Stops 

THERE  was  another  very  unusual  con- 
venience extended  to  the  puMla  during  tte 
early  years  of  the  operation  of  thlB  Mae.  It  was 
not  necessary  for  passengers  to  go  to  tte  ata- 
tioQ  to  board  the  train,  as  they  could  appear 
on  tte  track  at  any  point  and  the  train  would 
stop  and  pick  them  up.  This  custom  continued 
for  several  years,  but  was  diaoootlaiied  after 
a  man  stopped  the  train  at  OtenatMU  River 
where  he  lived  and  asked  the  conductor  If  te 
did  not  have  a  letter  for  him.  This  wai  carry- 
ing the  privUege  too  far  and  tte  rcfttlktloas 
were  changed,  aad  regular  atopplat  Idaaaa  aa- 
Ublisted. 

On  one  occasion  a  most  imusual  event  took 
place.  A  carload  of  nitre  was  shipped  from 
Victoria  to  the  powder  works  which  were  situ- 
ated at  Northfleld  at  ttet  time,  and  as  this 
material  was  urgently  needed  at  the  works,  tte 
car  was  attached  to  the  regular  passenger 
train.  When  passing  over  the  Ctemamus  River 
bridge  on  the  way  up  the  conductor  looked  over 
the  baggage  car  door  and  saw  to  his  horror 
that  this  special  car  was  on  fire  and  ted  gained 
considerable  headway.  His  first  tteughts  were 
about  the  passengers.  The  train  was  stopped 
and  tte  car  detached  from  the  coaches,  and  it 
was  considered  the  only  way  possible  to  fight 
the  fire  waa  to  make  for  tte  water  tank  ateut 
tour  mites  diitant.  Tte  run  waa  made  at  top" 
speed  and  irtaen  we  passed  Otenalnus  station 
the  flames  were  flying  many  feet  behind  the 
car.  With  two  men  on  top  of  Ufe  car  and  two 
in  the  engine  cab,  and  not  knowing  tte  aatwra 
of  tte  contents  of  the  car,  but  being  consigned 
to  tte  powder  works,  we  expected  to  be  blown 
to  atoms  at  any  moment.  However,  we  reaehad 
tte  water  tank  and  were  able  to  get  the  side 
doors  of  the  car  opened  and  let  go  the  flood 
gate  of  the  tank  and  flooded  tte  fire  and 
melted  burning  nitre  out.  It  was  learned  after- 
wards ttet  this  was  a  most  dangerous  pro- 
cedure, but  It  worked  and  tte  car  was  aavad, 
much  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  train  crew. 

The  nett  day  another  car  was  shipped  in  the 
aame  manner  and.  atraage  to  aay,  this  ear  took 
fire  also,  and  near  the  same  place,  but  this 
train  crew  was  not  so  fortunate  in  extinguish- 
ing the  fire,  and  the  car  aad  oeatanta  ware 
l)iirnpd.  the  molten  nitre  flowlnp  down  tte 
bank  and  surrounded  a  Mr.  Marshall's  house, 
and  tte  only  way  to  save  tte  plaoa  tram 
destruction  was  to  dig  a  trench  around  the 
premises  and  prevent  the  burning  nitre  from 
reaching  tte  heuaa.  After  that  tte  altn  waa 
shipped  by  boat.

Tte  above  events  are  mentioned  m  order  to 
show  ttet  there  are  many  unheard-of  acts  of 
bravery  and  courage  required  of  the  men  en- 
gaged In  this  occupation  in  the  falthftd  dis- 
charge of  their  duties,  and  are  conaldarad  hy 
them  as  only  part  of  tte  day's  work. 

In  conclusion,  I  may  say  that  during  the  first 
sixteen  years  of  the  operation  of  this  line  that 
there  was  not  a  passenger  killed  and  only  one 
slightly  injured  when  a  passenger  coach  left 
tte  rails  at  the  Suaualt  aad  slowly  turned  over 
ea  Ita  side.  There  were  seven  trainmen  killed 
aad  tte  mine  manager  previoualy  mentioned  in 
tte  train  eaUMon.  Sevaaal  ladMdaato 
killed  on  the  line  at 
difierent  causes.

Eradicating  Perennial 
.Weeds  From  the  Garden 


WEEDS  fall  into  two  classes— annual 
and  perennial— and  the  former  give 
■little  trouble.  Ihey  can  be  diepoaed 
of  In  the  counse  of  a  few  months  by  the  simple 
process  of  digging,  says  a  writer  in  Amateur 
Oardaalag.  Perennial  weeds  are  quite  a  dif- 
ferent matter.  Many  are  so  persistent  that 
they  will  survive  several  years'  digging,  whilst 
two  ar  three  win  oven  oome  up  agato  If  their 
roots  are  dug  out  to  a  depth  of  three  feet  Dock 
is  an  example.  So  the  novice  must  leazta  to  dls- 
ttogulrfi  batwaaa  tha  toro  types  batora  ha  can 
decide  eOiathar  hto  prebtaa  la  a  aavtoai  ana 
or  not. 

Ooueh  grass,  which  has  broad  bUdes.  harsh 
to  the  touch,  is  ona  of  thc  commonest.  If  there 
Is  any  doubt  as  to  Us  nature,  It  can  be  imme- 
diately  identified  by  digging  up  a  clump.  The 
creeping  shoots  of  couch  are  long  and  whippy, 
mreadtog  out  for  many  feet,  or  even  yards,  just 
beneath  the  surface  of  the  ground,  and  they 
are  whitish  to  color.  The  growing  point  of  each 
of  these  roots  Is  extremely  hard  and  sharp, 
and  capable  of  penetrating  woody  roots  of  trees 
and  other  obstacles  which  ft  iMato  to  Its  prof  • 
rees  through  the  soil. 

Bindweed,  or  bellbine,  to  give  it  another  com- 
moa  name,  is  an  eseeedtogly  ttoubleeume  aad 
prevalent  perennial  wrrd.  It  is  thr  wild  roii- 
volvulus  of  the  fields  and  roadsides,  and  is  a 
pretty  plaat  when  to  bloeaa,  but  ana  af  the 
garden's  greatest  enemlPi,.  Tlie  rooti  arc 
strong  and  white,  and  force  their  way  deep  into 
the  lower  layar%  aad  ara  capaUa  af  aeadtog 
up  shoot.s,  even  whaa  oovarad  wKh  two  faet  or 
more  of  soil. 

ItM  own  won  stinging  nettle  is  a  perennial 
frequently  found  on  waste  ground,  but  it  Is  not 
particularly  troubleeoaae.  as  It  soon  dies  under 
eulttvatlon. 

Dandelions  and  Thistles 

DANDELIONS  and  thlaUes  are  a  more  se- 
rious pNbienk  Not  an  the^atter  are  per- 
Mrttha'  ' 


as  those  which  are  will  not  be  disposed  of 
simply  by  digging  the  ground  eight  inches  deep. 
If  turnad  over  beneath  a  few  toebas  of  eofl, 
they  are  likely  to  come  up  with  renewed  vigor 
and  cause  endless  trouttle,  should  the  ground 
have  baaa  plaatad  lasaBwhlls  with  permaaeat 
subjects. 

Horsetail,  a  curlous-leoktog  weed,  that  is 
coBunon  on  poor  or  damp  soils,  usually  dia- 

appears  automatically  as  the  soil  Is  brought 
into  good  condition,  but  should,  nevertheless, 
ba  dealt  with  tbaranghly  to  tha  fhto  toalanee. 
In  appearance  it  .somewhat  resembles  a  tall 
green  flue  brush,  with  queer  alternate  rixigs  of 
green  and  brown  on  tha  auda  stem,  whkli  gtoe 
U  a  rather  repulsive  and  .snaky  appearance. 

'lliere  are  many  other  perennial  weeds,  but 
these  are  tha  aaaa  aiaat  Ilkaly  to  ba  ani  with 
and  to  give  any  psnaanaat  troaHa. 

Methods  of  Eradication 

IT  does  not  follow  that,  because  saO  Is  to- 
fested  with  perennial  weed.-^  the  quickest 
way  to  get  rid  of  them  is  to  dig  the  whole  plot, 
though  It  la  eartatoly  frsquaatly  tha  beat 
method  to  adopt  But  in  the  case  of  such  shal- 
low-rooting weeds  as  couch,  it  is  usually  best 
to  shim  off  the  turf  aad  bum  it,  aad  than  to 
fork  over  the  whole  plot,  throwing  out  all  the 
roots  as  the  work  proceeds.  Most  of  them  can 
thea  be  gathered  up  aad  burnt  Ifthetwarkaf 
forking  Is  done  during  the  Winter,  many  small 
pieces  that,  escape  the  rake  will  be  killed  by 
frost  A  second  fcrtoaf  a  asonth  ar  sto  weeks 

aft«  tha  first  will  account  for  most  of  tlir 
reato  that  were  missed  the  first  time,  and  the 

grouad  aaa  then  be  douUe  dug  to  the  erdtaary 

way. 

Sven  so,  it  la  not  wise  to  plant  it  perma- 
asally  tha  flito  saaaoa.  If  pasrible.  fill  H  with 

temporary  crops  or  flowers,  so  that  it  may  be 
forked  over  again  in  the  Autumn,  and  any 
smaU  portions  of  eooeh,  Madwaad.  or  ether 
creeping  kind  that  have  remained  and  com- 
menced to  grow  into  new  tufts  can  be  gathered 


Surest  Way  to  Improve 
the  Herd  Is  by  Use  of 

.  a  Proven  Sire 

A PUREBRED  bull  is  one  that  is  eligible  for 
reglstraUoa  to  the  herd  book  of  the 
breed  to  which  he  belongs.  This  means  that 
his  aiKPstors  are  duly  registered  in  a  particu- 
lar hard  book,  apd  thus  can  be  traced  back  to 
aalaals  that  were  imported.  The  imported 
animals,  to  turn,  l^ave  to  be  regt&tered  in  thc 
hard  book  of  the  foreign  breed  assoctotlon. 
IMa  naa  aal  inia.  af  oourss,  of  nr«Mh-Oaaa- 
dtoa  aaMa,  a  bvaad-that  waa  orlgtoatod  to  thia 
oonatry. 

But  what  aABurance  has  one  that  an  animal 
is  purebred?  When  a  calf  Is  bom  to  registered 
paranto  an  application  can  be  made  to  have  it 
reglatared  in  the  herd  book  of  lU  breed.  On 
this  application  lU  sire  and  dam  must  be  re- 
cerdsd.  also  the  date  of  service,  date  of  birth 
aad  a  ifeateh  of  its  color  markings  in  the  case 
of  such  broken -colored  breeds  as  the  Ayrshlres. 
Ouernseys  apd  Holstelns,  If  the  sire  of  an 
aatowl  at  the  ttoie  of  servlee  was  owned  by 
another  bicprln-,  then  the  latter  must  sign  a 
certmcate  of  service.  When  the  appUeaUon 
far  ranatrattoa  Is  flllad  out.  it  is  forwaxded  to 
the  record  olBce  of  the  particular  breed  asso- 
claUon,  where  it  is  carefully  checked  with  the 
hard  baahs  af  that  totod.  U  arerythiag  to 
found  correct  as  far  as  the  record  office  is  able 
to  judge,  then  a  certlflcalc  of  registration  Is 
isauad  tor  tha  aatoud.  aad  its  naasa  aad  nwa- 
ber  recorded  in  the  herd  book  of  the  brccl  to 
which  it  belongs.

lorced  leisure  will  not  lead  to  a  drop  in  physical  and  mental 
fitaaii  and  moehtnieal  alrill.  It  ia  a  plan  that  recognizti,  both 
the  problem  and  evil  of  the  time  on  the  hands  of  the  unem- 
ployed—rather than  being  timed  at  the  economic  aolatioa  of 
Unemployment. 

'  To  carry  out  the  WWk  on  a  na- 
tional .scale,  the  National  Council  of 
Social  Service  hn.s  been  recognized 
by  the  (iovernment  as  the  central 
body  for  organizing  the  scheme. 
SELF-HELP  PROJECTS 
A  variety  of  self-help  projects  lias 
been  promoted  in  several  hundred 
places  by  the  council,  but  the  new 
effort  will  represent  a  '  trengtheninf 
and  extension  of  the  work. 

The  scheme  for  furtherhig  help 
tor  the  workless  includes  in  Its  wisy 
the  provlslen  of  occupation  centres, 
physical  training  facilities,  outdoor 
work  and  educauooai  activities. 
ORGANIZaaS  FOR  ABBAB 
Organisers  are  to  be  appohtted  in 
a  number  of  areas  cfaoaa  tiuty  it.- 
wlU  be  to  assist  all  who   wish'  to 
establish  unemployed   centres'  as 
well  as  to  .stimulate  their  forma*  • 
tion  if  local  action  Ls  tardy. 

As  a  preliminary  .step,  the  coimdl 
has  already  met  with  other  service 
groups  to  consider  how  its  worit 
may  be  extended  and  atrsngthened 
and  a  special  oommlttee  of  men 
prominent  tn  the  commercial,  edu- 
cational and  Industrial  life  of  the 
nation  will  be  apix>lnted.

Is  Essential 
For  Student

irMM  of  one  per  cent  in  the  glucose 
af  the  blood  may  make  the  dif- 
feraOM  between  cowardice  and 
courage:  may  determine  whether  a 
iiKin  be  shot  as  a  slacker  or  medaled 
as  a  hero  "  So  said  the  late  Edwin 
C,  Slosson,  and  whether  or  not  this 
Is  exactly  true,  there  is  no  question 
that  proper  nutrition  has  consider- 
able to  do  with  behavior  and  men- 
tal ootlook. 

Recent  studies  have  been  made  on 
the  relation  of  nervousnp.s.^  In  .school 
children  to  die".  There  seems  to 
be  no  question  tla»f  hunger  pangs 
will  produce  Irritability  and  rest- 
lessness in  ctiiidren.  One  of  the 
faults  of  the  modem  system  of  life. 
Is  that  children  frequently  are  given 
Inadequate  breakf  asta.  Wum.  Builh- 
«r  and  father  both  go  off  to  WMt 
and  the  little  one  has  to  shift  for 
himself,  the  result  l.s.  that  he  Rets 
too  little  to  eat  or  the  wrong  kind 
of  foods 

The  results  of  this  are  shown  in 
school  work.  In  restlessness,  nerv- 
ousness, inattention,  and  slowness 
In  thinking.  Checking  such  traits 
very  carefully,  it  has  been  found 
that  giving  these  children  a  small 
lunch  wiU  cause  great  improve- 
ment. Not  only  win  this  be  ac- 
complished becaU54-  the  huni^er 
pangs  win  be  stopped,  but  al&o  be- 
cau.so  the  gtntnl  nutcttlw  wfll  be 

improved 

MILK  TEST 

Children  who  received  milk  only 
showed  a  ten  per  cent  gatoi.  while 
children  who  received  milk  and 
other  ioods  la  eonoentmted  form, 
made  fifteen  to  tirenty  per  cent 
galm  (in  nervous  symptoms  and 
trails)  The  improvemenf  i*on- 
tlnue.s  so  long  a.s  the  oxira  food  Is 
furnished,  but  the  greatest  ini- 
trovement  .seems  to  be  during  the 
lecond  or  third  week. 

Besides  the  general  lack  of  nutri- 
tion, ufhleh  li  one  of  the  most  fre- 
quent eauaee  of  inadequacy  in 
school  children,  tt  Is  also  foimd 
that  deficiency  in  ralclimi  Is  char- 
acteristic of  the  diet  of  many 
American  .school  children.  This, 
of  covirse.  ran  bf  rectified  by  the 
n.se  of  milk  or  perhaps  by  deliber- 
ately adding  calcium  or  phosphorus 
to  the  diet  As  may  be  remember- 
ed, a  week  or  two  ago  we  rsoom- 
mended  the  method  of  dolBt  this 
«hlch  Dr.  X.  V.  MoOODum  prae- 
tleai-«o  add  two  levti  Haspoum  of 
dtoaMun  phornhate  te  the  diet 
each  dnv.  Thi.s  powder  Is  prae- 
Ut^Wy  trvri-  ,  uwl  cfln  be  mixed 
with   nearly   an^  food 


and  one-haif  eupa  cake  flour  (sifted 
before  measuring),  one  cup  SngUsh 
walnuta  (chopped).  Cream  butter 
and  sugar,  add  beaten  eggs  and  sour 
milk.

(  IIOCOLATE  FRl'IT  COOKIES 
One  cup  sifted  cake  or  pastry 
flour,  one-half  teaspoon  baking 
powder,  one-haU  teaspoon  aalt.  two- 
tMrds  cup  sugar;  two  eggs,  well 
beaten:  two  aquares  chocolate, 
molted;  one-half  cup  nut  meats, 
chopped;  one-half  cup  seeded 
raisins,  chopped;  onr-liaK  cup 
dates;  four  tablespoons  butter  or 
other  shortening,  melted.
